An Ordinance Creating the Of-
fice of Clerk of Council,
Regulating his Election, De-
fining his Duties and Pro-

- viding for his compensation.

Skctiox 1. Be it ordained by the town
council ot the tlown of Abberville in the state
of South Carolina, and by the authority of
the same, that at the orgnnization of cach
town council now or hereafler elected or at
some succeeding meeting it shall be their du-
ty to elect anme suitable person vither in or
ont of the council, clerk of couneil tn serve
for the full term of the council by which he is
lected, nnless removed for good and suffi-
cient cause to be deteranined by the council.

Secriox 11, That it shall be the duty of
the said clerk of conncil within ten days after
written notice of hisappointment to fite with
the intendunt of the town of Abbeville a
bond signed by two suretivs in the penal sum
of one thonsund dollars, conditioned upon the
faithfu! dischurge of all duties that are or
may hereafter be required of him.  The sulfi-
cicney of the suid boud to be determived by
the town couneil in mecting assembled,

SketioN TH. That it shall be the doty of
the said clerk of counail to keepa tull reeord
of all the proceedings of the couneil in a
book of minuntes to be preserved by Lim and
turped over to bis suceessor in oflice. Ta
take all returns noule by citizens lable 1o
taxation in the town of Abbeville, transter
them alphabetically upon the tax book and to
collect all taxes that may be due thercon. To
eolleet all fines, licenses aud penaltics impos-
ed by the council.
